for many hundred years, gibbets, priſons and the 
ſword did not extinguiſh the order. In the darkeſt 
days of the anti- chriſtian power, Chriſt had a num- 
ber of Ambaſſadors, who adminiſtered to the Church, 
that reſided in the obſcure vallies of Piedmont. And 
others he had, at the ſame time, in various other 
places. Ever ſince antichriſt received a wound- 
by the reformation from popery; and light emerged 
from darknefs, |, Chriſt hath been increaſing Am- 
baſſadors. Ar preſent he has many in Europe; he 
has a few in Aſia and Africa; ſome he has upon the 
iſles ; in America he has a large number.
